SECOND MEETINO 


Secretary Jam es Harding, of the 
Missouri board of railroad and 
warehouse 
commissioners, 
has 
given out a statement showing 
the condition of the railroads of 
the state, as reported to that office 
for the year to June 30, 1S9 9 . 
The report was delayed by rea­ 
sons of some companies not filing 
their annual statements in time, 
and some did not comply with the 
law and filed no annual statements. 
Dividends were declared at rates 
varying from i to 5 per cent ^n 
the stock of eleven companies. 
These companies operated, 34,9 11 
miles of road, 
of 
which 
2,641 
miles (being 10:60 per cent) are 
in 
Missouri. 
These 
dividends 
amounted to $15,720,478.50, being 
6 per cent on $362,007,9 75. 
This 
would be an average of 6 per cent 
on $10,519 .75 per mile of road op­ 
erated by the companies reporting. 
The number of companies oper- 
uting or controlling railroads in 
Missouri was forty-one, and of the 
eleven 
declaring 
dividends, 
but 
one, the Hannibal and St. Joseph, 
can be considered as being wholly 
in Missouri. 
On June 30, 189 9 , the following 
named roads were in the hands of 
receivers : 
St. Clair, Madison and 
St. Louis Belt ; St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Colorado, 
and Kansas 
City, Pittsburg and Gulf.

F rank B. Callaway, the wife 
murderer, under sentence o f death 
fo r killing his wife in the sto re o f 
Sieg el, Hillman & Co , and aw ait­ 
ing his executio n, set fo r next M o n­ 
day, co mmitted suicide in the jail 
at the Fo ur co urts building abo ut 
midnig ht, says this m o rning ’s St. 
Lo uis Glo be-Demo crat. 
Five minutes befo re 12 o ’clo ck a 
priso ner in a ceil adjo ining that 
o ccupied by Callaway heard him 
g ro aning in his cell. 
He called a 
g uard, and when the g uard un­ 
lo cked cell 7 9 , o ccupied by the 
wife-murderer, he was still alive. 
Dr. Vo erster, o f the City dyspen- 
sary, was hurriedly summo ned, and 
Callaway was still alive when the
